thefe waters, and which I had never 
feen before, having been at Bath only 
in the winter months, when they do 
not appa. I had, indeed, heard 
much o 
were a vegetable fubftance, the con» 


Serva gelatinofa; but, upon examina- 


tion, I found this to be a miftake, and 
that the black cakes were mineral. 
That they are not the conferwa ge 


datinofa is manifett, from their Pier 


ing io early as the beginning of .

for the confprva does not appear till 
» and it does not Hower till Au-. 
Befides, the conferva is found 

oaly en ftagnant waters; and it is ab- 


furd to fuppofe, that a mineral hot 

ring fhould tiave any communica- 
tion with a ftanding pool, whence it 
could receive this plant, as it could 
not receive the plant without fucha 
Mixture of the water as would render 
it cold, and ‘annihilate its virtue: 


A That the Bath water cannot originally 


produce the plant, is certain; for i€ 
1s continually in a ftate of agitation, 
which renders the growth of it im- 
poffivle. é 

Upon a clofe examination of thefe 
cakes, foe of which have a greenish 
hue, I found that thofe which had 
Jain near the wail for fome time’un- 
difturbed, had caufed a natural chry- 
ftallization of the falts in the Bath wa- 
ters; and thefe falts, on fome of the 
walls in the Abbey -houfe {pring, were 
more than half an inch thick: Such 
a chryttallization could not be caufed 


C by a vegetable fubftance. 


Having now fhewn what theft cakes 
are not, I will tell you what they 
are; for, tiv applying the common 
vitrioline folvent, I found them to 
be neither more nor lefs than the mua 
cilagium Jerri, or flimy fubftance, that 
is always a concomitant of iron-ftone, 
iron-earth, or iron-ore; if there is 
any medical virtue in iron, it ou 
to be fought in this flimy fubftance + 
And I fhall thew, in a Treatife on the 
Bath Waters, which I am now pres 
paring for the prefs, that the Bath 
waters derive great medical efficacy 


E from thefe cakes, efpecially in exter- 


nal applications,

thefe cakes to be vegetable, have been, 
deceived into that opinion, by the 
folid fibrous parts wnich they have 
difcovered in them, after having 
wathed them from the mud and other 
extraneous bodics, that have been 
found mixed with them. But thofe 
who are acquainted with practical 
mineralurgy, a {cience-which is effen.~ 
tially neceilary to thafe who undertake 
the analyfis of mineral waters, know, 
that the flimy fubftance in iron-ore,

tonclufive; for the mucilagium ferri, 
or any Other metal or mineral, mixe 
with common or faline water, will, in 
diftillation, yield only an infipid wa- 
ter, without minéral particles, becaufe 
thefe particles are prevented from 
fifing in the fteam, by their own

Thofe who are beft acquainted with 
the finances of Britain and of France, 
beft can tell on which fide the balance 
inclines ; for my own part, I give it 
in favour of Britain, provided the ta- 
lents of our negotiators are not in- 
ferior to thofe of the French.

It may be juftly doubted, 
on this view of things, whether if 
Denmark and Rufia become fubfidia- 
ries to Britain, the alliance will not 
be a benefit to France, as it eafesthem

IS.a convulfive contraction of 
the mulfcles occafioned by cold, 
to which people advanced in years are 
more generally fubjét than thofe in 
the prime of life. It happens alfo to 
children and occafonally to perfons of 
every age, 
* [In the day time, our erect pofture, 
more forcibly carries on the circula- 
tion of the blocd in the extreme parts, 
to which may be added the bandage 
more or lefs of ourcloathing, of which 
in bed we are almoft Satirels divefted. 
And in the horizontal pofture we lie, 
the feet and legs, asthe moft extreme 
, firft grow cold, which (in ha- 
its where the veflels are full) occa- 
fions the mufcles to contrac fo fudden 
and violent as is fufficient to awake a 
erfon out of fleep and throw him 
ito great agony. : 
The mot immediate remedy for this 
complaint, is to keep above the knee, 
a ftrong garter with a buckle, and 
whien the cramp feizes you to flip it 
as high as you can up the thigh and 
draw it tight. 
“The Ufe of what the countr people 
ia Girth-web-belt (with three .or, 
four buckles and ftraps) put on round 
the waift. when you.go to. bed, would 
prevent it, but that being a partial 
and unequal bandage may caufe pain 
in the head or difficulty of breathing.

N the 16th of March 1762, Don

Account of the Ifland of GRANADA. 
HIS Ae Mnicle ie the neareft 
of all the French Carribbees, to 

the Spanifb province of New Andalufia 
in South America, lies S. W. of Barba- 
does; its form refembles a crefcent, 
being in length between nine and ten 
leagues, and about half as many broad 
where wideft. 

The firft inhabitants were native 
Carribbeans, who are faid to have been 
tempted to fettle here in greater num- 
bers than in any other Carribbee 1- 
flands, on account of the fertility of 
the foil, and the great plenty of fith and 
game. ; 

Its maritime coaft is mountainous, 

rticularly about the Port of St Lew- 
zs, but in other parts the country is 
more level, and a¥ords the neceflaries 
of life in great abundance, as well 
as good travelling. Its air alfo is 
reckoned healthy, and the fruits and 
timber trees which grow here, are faid 
to. be fuperior to thofe of the other i- 
flands, the cocoa alone excepted, which 
does not thrive near fe well. Among 
the latter, that called the Latin Tree 
is more efpecially noted by travellers, 
on account of the ftraitnefs and tall- 
nefs of the trunk, and the fan-like 
form of the leaves, with which the in- 
habitants cover their houfes, The 
principal food of the inhabitants con- 

. lifts of wild-fowl, cattle, and armadil- 
Jos, the fleth of the laft of which: is 
reckoned by them equal to the beft 
mutton. Tortoifes ‘alfo and laman- 
tins are found here in great plenty, to- 
gether with partridges, wood-pigeons, 
ortolans, thruthes, parrots, @c,\and in 
a river near a foundation of Domini- 
cans, about ten miles from Port Lewis, 
are ¢els, mullets, and craw-fith in 
plenty. The other produéts of the i- 
fland are fugar, ginger, indico, tobae- 
co, peafe and millet.

to the fhore, and in the bay, at leaft 
1000 fhips may ride fafe from ftorms. 
The bafon too, which is feparated 
from the harbour by a fand-bank, 
might be made capable of containing 


Aa great number of thipping ; but for 


want of a cut through the faid bank, 
large veffels are obliged to be brought 
round within a few paces of a fmall 


mountain at the mouth of the harbour. : 


About half a mile from this mountain 
isa fecond, of nearly the fame big- 
B nefs, on which a regular ftone fort has 


been built, with half moons, and o- 


ther works of defence. Between the 
harbour alfo and bafon, is another fort 
of wood, 25 feet in diameter, and 
ftrengthened with a ftrong palifado of 
whole trees. The firft mountain like- 
wif. under which fhips are obliged to 
pr ., is defended by batteries. At the 
tv. 0. corners of the wooden fort, front- 
ing the fea, are two pavillions, one of 
which is the refidence of the gover- 
nor. The church of St Lewis is but 
a mean building, being, for the moit 
part, compofed of canes, fupported by 
prongs. In this ifland are many ex- 
cellent falt-pits, with feveral beauti- 
ful vales and rivers of fine water, the 
laft of which moftly derive their fource 
from a large lake on thetop of a high 
mountain, about the middle of the i- 
fland. The rivers all form little har- 
bours at their entrance into the fea, 

E many of which are fortified, and yield 
good anchorage. They all too, more 
or lefs, enable the inhabitants to carry 
on their traffick, being convenient for 
the mooring of fhips and the uniading 
of goods. This, with its natural pro- 
duce, renders it a very defirable acqui- 
fition ; and anather circumftance, 

F. which adds nota little to the value of 
Granada, is,. that all the year round it 
is free from thofe dreadful hurricanes 
which moft of the other iflands between 
the Tropics are fo fubjeét to.

HE cramp is produced by an ob- 
ftruction in fome of the veffels 


of the part affeéted, which renders 
themotion of the blood through them 
flower than it ought to be, and what- 
ever brings the blood to flow freely 
again, putsanendtoit, « 

A gentle 
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will often remove the pain: The oil 
of amber, or common {pirits of wine, 
applied with a little friction, feldom 
fail to give immediate eafe; the ftrong 
{cent of the oil pas aaa to fome 
perfons, but there can be no objection 
to the {pirit. 

I likewife propofe, as a remedy a- 
gainft the cramp, the ufe of the muf- 
cular exercife recommended by me 
in the Gentleman's Magazine for Ofo- 
ber and November 1760. If a perfon 
in the day-time is taken with the cramp 
let him immediately ufe that exercife, 
and it prefently removes it by remov- 
ing the obftruction jn the courfe of 
the blood which produced it; as I al- 
ways found in my own experience, 
and in the experience of a fervant to 
whom I advifed it. 

Sedentary perfons, who are often 
troubled with the cramp, fhould at leaft 
every morning, one of the firft things 
after they are up, and every night the 
laft thing before they go to bed, for 
nine or ten minutes ufe the mufcu- 
jar exercife ; an exercife the moft 


eafy, the moft univerfal, and the moft D 


beneficial, that the body of a man is 
capable of. 

The morning exercife fcours all the 
cutaneous glands, or perf{piratory vef- 
fels, by protruding onwards their con- 
tained fluids, and promoting a due 


circulation of the blood ; that in the . 


evening conduces to the fame ends, 
and to maintain the infenfible perfpi- 
ration through the night, and procure 
quiet fleep.

no cramp, no convulfions, no fits can

therefore advife the ufe of my

{cription of this admirable contrivance

Its outward figure is that of an ele- 
gant defk and book-cafe made of 
choice mahogany. .In the upper part 
are two. looking-glafg doors, crowned 
with a well proportioned cornice and 
fcroll pediment, @c. and the whole 
ftructure moft admirably well defign- 
ed, carved and gilt. 

The lower part confifts of a com- 
mode defk, with feveral ufeful drawers, 
mounted with filver furniture richly 
chafed, and fo curioufly inlay’d as not 
to be defcrided even by words the bef 
chofen. 

The inward contents are judicioufly 
adapted to gratify the ear, eye, ang 
the underftanding, for it not orily con- 
tains a little library of books, neatly 
bound and letter’d, but an excellent 
fine-toned harpfichord, whofe touch is 
remarkable good, (the movement be- 
ing of an entire new invention.)

Behind the doors in the upper part, 
inftead of feeing a plain pannel to co- 
ver the filvermg, is difcovered a 
beautiful fham front of an organ, pro- 
perly ornamented with trophies of 
mufic, and other emblematical figures, 
and, when opened, you are unexpec- 
tedly furprifed with the fight of the 
library and harpfichord, which has al- 
‘fo a very pretty afpect. 

Over the keys are feveral little 
drawers,and over them are the pidgeon 
holes, with looking-glafs fronts, bor- 
dered with fret-work, and ebony pil- 
lars between, and the whole fo artfully 
placed, that the hands of the player, 
together with the keys, are refi 
in thefe glaffes in fuch a manner as to 
afford a pleafing fenfation to every 
fpectator and when the. organ and 
harpfichord are not in ufe, you have 
the fame conveniencies for writing as 
on any other defk, 

In fhort, a piece of fuch complica- 
ted workmanfhip that affords fuch a 
pleafing variety upon fuch fimple prin- 
ciples, fhews the ingenious artift *, 
and proves itfelf by its fingular per- 
fetion, to be fuch an entertaining 
and ufeful piece of furniture, as to be 
worthy to adorn even the palace of a 
prince.

Some Particulars of the Life of the late 

Charles. Holmes, £/9;, Rear-Admiral 

of the White. 

N the year 1743, hecommanded the 

Saphire, of 40 guns, and being in- 
formed, on Yan 11, that’ there 
were five privateers in the harbour of 
Vigo, (two of them cleaning on the 
fand, the other three near them) im- 
mediately failed thither, and, on the 
15th, came off that town ; and when 
his hip was about half a mile from it, 
the .Spaniards fired-from a 24. pound 
battery on the quay, and one thot dif- 
mounted one of the Sapbire’s lower- 
deck guns, killed one man, fhotoff a- 
nother’s leg, and the arm of a third,

and wounded with the fplinters five or 
fix more ; another thot went through 
the centre of her fore-maft, and a

Capt. Holmes ran a little far- 
ther in, and came to an anchor ; and 
having brought his broadfide to bear 
on the batteries and privateers, began 
firing between 12 and 1 o’closk, and 
between two and three, the two priva- 
teers which were afloat, funk, and the 
others which were on the fand, re- 
ceived many fhot, by which they were 
rendered unferviceable, at leaft, for 
fome time. 

In the year 1748, when ‘he com- 
manded his majefty’s thip the Lenox, 
of 70 guns, but which, at that time, 
had only 56 guns on board, he was 
ordered to convoy a fleet of merchant 
fhips from Famaica to Great Britain. 
On his paffage, he fellin with the 
Spanifh {quadron, commanded by Vice- 

dmiral Reggio, and keeping in the 
rear of the merchant fhips, occafio- 
nally engaged the headmoft thip of 


ed p the enemy, till he had fecured his con- 


voy ; then, though he might have 
proceeded on his voyage with fafety, 
though his orders direéted him foto do, 
and though his whole fortune was at 
that time on board, the ftrongeft mo- 
tive of private intereft to difengage 
him from any prefent and seoidable 


hazard of martial atchievments ; yet 
he dire&ted his courfe with the utmoft 
expedition to Rear-Admiral Knowles, 
pave intelligence of the enemy, rein- 
forced the Britis {quadron, inferior to 
that of the Spaniards, and remarkably 


diftinguifhed himfelf in the general ac- 
tion that immediately enfued.—Of all 
this brave and well-timed conduét, 
the fentence of that court-martial 
which was held on him fome time af- 
terwards, at his own requett, gives the 
greateft and beft encomium.

of a dead body.

century, when they rendered them- 
felves mafters of Sicily, eit of Naples, 
Spain, and part of thé firft province of 
the Narbonnoife. 

To the Arabs, or Saracens, therefore, 
we owe the finall pox, which we have 
in our turn carried into countries

prodiiced, tho it was not long included,

F and Galen in.the cleareft and 


good fortune of fharing the fame be- 

nefits ; but the Halians had the ftart of 

them, and hence arofe the reputation

ah of Hippocrates, or whether that

Anatomy was now cultivated in a 
very particular manner, and this pe- 
riod prodiced feveral proficients, 
which bare been juftly celebrated ever 
fince : Sylvius Vefalius, Columbus, Val- 
werda, kallopius, Exflatins, Adrien, Spi- 
gens, Andrea Dulaurentius, Jerome, fa- 

ricinus de Aquapendenie, Gafpard Affelli- 
us, and many others, inriched the 
fcience; with many important difco- 
yeries, though they feém to have con- 
fined themfelves rather to the defcrip- 
tion of the bones, the mufcles, and 
the blood-veffels,than to have enquired 
into the ftruéture of the viftera, which, 
however, conititutes that part of Ana- 
tomy which is of moft importance toa 
phytician. at 

For the fame reafon that Anatomy 


was more cultivated, the opening of 
dead bodies was more frequent, and 


this prattice afforded many opportu- 
dities of very interefting obfervations, 
and difcovered the feat of many ma- 
ladies, which, before, was unknown : 
{uidiest! Aftrology Jot all its credit, 

it Talifmans fill kept their ground. 

Ih this period two new. maladies 
appeared which fill fubfift, the Pox 
andthe Scurvy: The Pox was a fo- 
reigh difeafe, which the Spaniards con- 
tratted inthe iftand of Fiifpaniola, to- 
wards the end of the fifteenth cehta- 
ry; and carried to the Neapoktan war 
in t493 : Therethey communicated it 
to the Neapolitans and the French; and 
it has been fince extended to almoft 
every other mation upon earth. This

pocratesin many parts of hie works, 
and the ofcede, for which feveral re- 
medies are propofed by Marcellus, were 
probably fcorbutic affeétions; or ap- 

roached very near them: The feuré 

y, however, was never a common 
difeafe till within about 250 years, It 
is, in general, the difeafe of the wret- 
ched and the poor; of thofe whe are ill 
fed, ill lodged, and cloathed only 
with rags and naftinefs, efpecially when 
they are reduced to a flate of languor 
and weaknefs by any other difeafe, 
which encreafes the poornefs of the 
blood. Therich, however, are fubjec 
to it in their turn ; for extremes meet, 
and in this cafe oppofite caufes pro- 
duce the fame efheet s The rich be- 
come {corbutic by eating too much, 
_by taking food that is too facculent, 
by the. ufé of made dithes and high 
fauces, and by the want of exerciie, 
which concur to preduce a vicious a- 
crimony in the blood. 

It is greatly to be withed, thatas ccr+ 
tain a remedy had been difcovered for 
the Scurvy as for the Pox.: There are, 
however, remedies which will eure it 
if it is not arrived at its daft ftage, and 
the patient will perfevere long enough 
in the ufc. of them.

1, Defeription of Buckingham .Houfe... ; 


A Defeription ‘of Buckingham-Houfe, 
' juft purchafed by the King for a Palace 
Sor the Queen's Majefty. 


H.-E avenues to this houfe are 

&.. along St Fames’s Park, through 
rows of goodly elms on one hand; and 
gay flourithing limes on the other ; 
that for coaches, this for ‘walking ; 
with the mall lying between them. 
This reaches to the iron pallifade that 
encompafies a {quare court, which has 
in the midft a great bafon, with fta- 
tues and water-works, and from its 
entrance rifes all the way impercepti- 
bly, till you mount to a terrace in the 
front of a large hall, paved with fquare 
white ftones, mixed with a dark-co- 
loured marble ; the walls of it cov- 
ered with a fet of pictures done in the 
fchool of Rapbae/. Out of this,-on 
the right hand, you go intoa parlour, 
33 feet by 49, with a niche rg feet 
hroad for a buffette, paved with white 


marble, and. -placed. within an arch, 


with pilafters of diver: colours, the up- 
pet-part of. which is as high as the 
cieling, which is painted by Ricci. 


From hence you pafs thro’ a fuit of D 


jarge rooms into a bed-chamber of 34 
feet by 27, within it a large clofet that 
opens into a green-houfe. 

On the left hand of the hall are 3 
ftone arches, fupported by Corinthian 
pillars, under one of which you go up 
eight and forty fteps, ten feet broad, 
each ftep of one entire Portland ftone : 
Thefe ftairs, by the help of two reiting 
places, are fo very eafy, there is no 
need of leaning on the iron balufter. 
The walls are painted with the ftory 
of Dido, whom, tho’ the poet was o- 
bliged to difpatch away mournfully, 
inorder to make room for‘ Lavmia, 
the better-natured painter has brought 
no farther than to that fatal cave, 
where the lovers appear juft entering, 
and languifhing with defire.

The bafs-reliefs and little fquares a- 
bove, are all epifodical paintings of 
the fame ftory ; and the largenefs of 
the fpace has admitted of a fure re- 
medy againft any decay of the colours 
from falt-petre in the wall, by allow- 
ing a cafe of oak-laths four inches 
within the: wall, and fo primed over 
like picture. 

From a wide landing-place on the 
ftairs head, a great double door opens 
into an apartment of the fame dimen- 
fions with that below, only 3 feet 
higher ; notwithftanding which, it 
would appear too low, if the higher 
Salon had not been divided from it. 
The firft room of this floor has within 
it a clofet of original pitures, which 
yet are not fo entertaining as the de- 
ightful profpeét from the windows. 
Out of the fecond room a pair of great 
doors give entrance into the Salon, 
which is 35 feet high, 36 broad, and 
45 long. In the midft of its roof a 
round picture of Gentilefchi, 18 feet in 
diameter, reprefents the Mufes play- 
ing in concert to Apollo, lying alon 
ona cloud to hear them. The ret 
of the room is adorned with paintings 
relating to Arts and Sciences, and un- 
derneath divers originalpictures hang 
all in good lights, by the help of an 
upper row of windows, which drown 
the glaring. 

Much of this feems appertaining to 
parade, and therefore I am glad to 
leave it to defcribe the reit, which is 
al! for convenieny. As firft, a co- 
vered paflage from the kitchen with-~ 

ut deors, and ‘another down to the 
ceilars, and all. the offices. within. 
Near this a large and lightfome back- 
ftairs leads up to fuch an entry above, 
as fecures the private bed-chambers 
both from noife and cold. “Here are 
neceffary. dreffine rooms, fervants- 
rooms, and’ clofets, from’ which are 
the pleafanteft views of all the houfe, 
with a litue door for communication

betwixt this private apartment and 
the greatone. 

Thefe ftairs, and thofe of the fame 
kind at the other end of the houfe, 
carry up to the higheft ftory, fitted 


for the women and children, with the A 


floors fo contrived as to prevent all 
noife over-head. 

In the court are two wings, built on 
ftone arches, which join the houfe by 
corridores, fupported on Ionic pillars. 
In one of thefe wings is a large kit- 


chen, 30 feet high, with an open cu- B 


are on thetop: near it a larder, brew- 
oufe, and Jandry, with rooms over 
them for fervants ; the upper fort of 
fervants are lodged in the other wing, 
which has.alfo two wardrobes, and a 
ftore-room for fruit. On the top of 
all a leaden ciftern, holding 50 tons of 


water, driven up by an engine from ¢ 


the Thames, fupplies all the water- 
works in’ the courts and gardens, 
which lie quite round the houle, thro” 
one of which a grafs walk conduéts to 
the ftables, built round a court, with 
fix coach-houfes and forty ftalls. 


On thetop of thewhole houfe,which p 


is covered with fmooth-mill'd lead, 
and defended by a parapet of baluf- 
‘ters from apprehenfion as well as dan- 
ger, the eye is entertained with a far 
‘diftant profpeé of hills and dales, and 
a near one of parks and gardens. To 
thefe gardens you go down from the 


houfe by feven fteps, into a gravel Ea, 


walk that reaches. a-crofs the whole 
garden, with a covered harbour at 
each end of it. Another of 30 feet 
‘broad leads from the front of the 
“houfe, and lies between two groves of 
tall lime trees, planted in feveral e- 
qual ranks upon a carpet of grafs ;

we pafs into a little qquare ne 
that has a fountain in the middle, and 
two green-houfes on the fides, with a 
convenient bathing apartment in one 
of them ; and near another part of it 
lies a flower-garden. Below. all this, 
a kitchen garden, full of the beft forts 
of fruit, has feveral walks in it fit for 
the coldeft weather. 

At theend of that green -houfe which

Many of the per- 
fons ‘Concerned in them are’ in cuftody, and 
await'the punifhinent of their offences. ~O- 
thers are fled from juftice, and feem to want 
only an occafion of returning to their refpec- 
tive habitations with impunity, 

By the feafon of the year, and by the clofe 
of the feffion, you will thoitly be difengaged 
from the weight of publick bufinefs: And I 
am fatisfied, that the fame zeal ‘for the fup- 
port of government, the fame tempef and mo- 
deration,' Which have {fo eminently diftis- 
guifhed you in’ parliament, will’ regulate your 
conduct in ‘your réfpective countries ; and I 


G doubt not, that, by juftice and By leaity, by 


your influence as men of property; and by 
your authority as magiftrates, you will recon- 
cile the minds*of the people to peaee, civility, 
and order,-and perfeét that lafting reforma- 
tion in whi¢h the mere executidn of the laws, 
without the ‘example of thefe’ who execute 
them, muft always be defective. 

That I have) aifcharged the great truft re- 
pofed in’ iné'by his majefty in fome degree to 
your fatisfaétion ; that every branch of my 
ad miniftration has not been unpleafing’ to you, 
or ufelels to this country, are Circurmflances,

HE fociety for the encouragement 

of arts, manufactures, aud com- 
merce, beftowed much time laf year 
on experiments for edulcorating vici- 
ous train-oil. During the courfe of 
thefe experiments, a very ingenuous 
gentleman carried home fome of the 
oil, refolving to try what esfects each 
ingredient ufed by Mr D-- might 
have when ufed fiagly, and began with 
wafhing it. frequently with water. 
‘This: fucceeded beyond expectation, 
for the oil was brought to fo greata 
degreeof {weetnels, tuat many doubt- 
ed whether it was part of that which 
hie had taken home with him. The 
experimentiwas repeated at the requelt 
of the fociety ; but at an improper 
feafon of- the year, viz. in November, 
when the cold had rendered the oil fo 
thick, that ‘water could not act upon 
it with the fame efficacy. as in othe 
montls.of Fx/y, when the .firft experi- 
ment was made. ; 

This .fentleman contrived a barrel- 
churn, containing about fix. gallons, 
with four rows of narrow fplit deals, 
from the center to the circumference, 
each piece fet at obtufe angles to the 
other, in order to give different di- 
rections to the: oil and: water. as. the 
churn turned ‘round, thereby.to mix 
them more intimately. By this means 
the water acted with great force.on e- 
very fubftance mixed with the, oil 
which was foluble in water; or, if not 
eafily {Sluble in water, it adhered to 
them, and rendered them heavier than 


theoil, ‘Lhusevery other animal fub- 
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ftance: fubfided, aud left the oil pure 


and {weet 

In orderto perform this experiment, 
the churn is turned fwiftiy sound for 
a few minutes. It then remains at

which, in fummer, ‘generally. is in a- 
bout 15 or.20 minutes. When the 
water is drawn off, frefh water,is agaim 
added to the oil ; ‘whichis repeatedly 
wathed in the: fame manner, till the 
water comes off pretty clear and. weet. 
Thewhole is drawn. Off, after the dak 
wathing, into an open veilel, in which 
it remains till the water and, oil fepa- 
rate. After (they: have: ftood two or 
three days, thete is found betwixt the 
oil & the water, a-gelatinous fubltance, 
which mixes diflicultly with/either the 
oil of the water. If the oiland water 
are put into.a glafs veffel, (the: fub- 
ftance will appear ‘white, and diftin& 
from both. 

As every other animal juice is more 
liable to corruption than pure oil, and 
as the other juices: contrat {ome de- 
gree of putrefastion in the 'blubbes, 
thére {till remaius in them aitendency 
to putrefaétion, which is eufily exci 
ted,efpecially by any degree of wai mth, 
fo as to give the oil the vicious qua- 
lity.. The gentleman propofed, that, 
to prevent this, the oil,-as,foon as 
fettied {g asto beqome clear/after boil- 
ing,be wafhed while warm with water, 
which will then more readily.unite it- 
felf with every otver fubftance. mixed 
with the oil, {6 as to carry them off in- 
tirely. Whether any degree of warmth

Deputy lientenants fufpecting “the 
fraudulent binding-out of perfons re- 
turned in the lift as apprentices, to a- 
void ferving, may examine witnefles 
“upon oath ; and if any fraud thall ap- 
pear, fuch perfon to ferve immediately, 
or upon the firft vacancy, and the maf- 
ter to whom bound {hall forfeit 10 /. 
The Lord Lieuts. thall tranfmit, from 
time to time, to the Privy Council, the 
numbers of perfons in each county fit 
to ferve ; and the Privy Council fhail 
fettle the quota to ferve, by the propor- 
tion which the returns bear to the 
whole; and fhall forthwith tranfmit 
accounts of the numbers {fo fettled to 
the Ld Lieutenants : and where the 
number fhall be greater than is ap- 
pointed by the act, the additional men 
fhall be provided as in other cafes ; and 
where the number fettled fhall be, lefs, 
the fupernumeraries thall bedifcharged 
by lot. Where the numbers appear, 
at a general meeting, to be unequally 
apportioned amongit the divifions of 
the county ; the Ld Lieut. and depu- 
ties may make a more equal diftribur 
tion ; and raife and difcharge men 
conformable thereto.

A militia man falling fick on a 
march, or at the place of annual exer- 
cife, fhall be provided for by an order 
from the magiftrate of the place ; and 
the expence fhall be reimburfed by his 
proper parith. No fon having 

rved three years ‘fhall be liable to 

ve again butin rotation. The fame 
liberty is granted to militia men, be- 
ing married and embodied, to fet up 
trades as is granted to mariners or 
foldiers. 

A militia man, if unembodied, fhall 
not be intitled:to his cloaths, till he 
has ferved three years ; if embodied, 
at the end of one year. 

Overfeers fhall pay a weekly allow- 
ance to the diftrefled families of em- 
bodied militia men, according to the 
ufual price of labour in hufbandry 
within the county, and the number

threee or four ditto, three day’s Jabour ;

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The treafurers of counties to keep. 
account of fuch reimburfements, and 
return half-yearly the faid accounts 
into the Exchequer. Where any city 

Aor place thall not be liable to contri- 
bute to. county rates, the juftices may 
appoint a treafurer, aud affefs each 
parith, proportionate to their ufual 

rsrate, in a fum fufficient to reim- 
urfe the overfeers the weekly allow- 
ances paid by them ; and fuch trea. 
furer fhall remburfe the. ‘overfeers, 
and keep an account of the monies 
paid by him, and tranfmit the fame 
half-yearly ta the county-treafurer. 

The treafurer of the city of Lincoln, 

fhall tranfmit his accounts to the trea- 

furer of Linfey divilion. 
Allowances made within the city of 

Exeter, fhall be paid by the treafurer 
C of the guardians of the poor, and thall 
be afleffed and levied as their poors rate 
is by aéts 9 Will. III. and 31 Geo. IE. 
and fhail be additional to what they 
are authorized to raife for their poor’s 
rate.

Where the treafurers thall reimburfe 
overfeers, on account of the weekly 
allowance to the families of militia 
men ferving in any county, other than 
that wherein fuch families dwell, they 
fhall tranfinit an account thereof, fign- 
ed by a juftice, to the treafurer of the 
coumy wherein fuch men ferve, who 
fha}l reimburfe them.

places of no incofifiderabie profit and 
honour. . ‘ 

One morning, while he was at break- 
fat; word was brought hini, that 4 
man, in a very fhabby habit, requeft- 
ed the honour of fpeaking to him. 
Mr Locke, whom né advancement 
could raife above the‘prattice of good 
manners, immedrately ordered him to 
be admitted, and found, 'to his great 
aftonifhmenit, his old friend reduced, 
by a life of cunning and extravagance, 
to the greatet po and drftreft, 
and come to implore his affiftance, 
and. follicit his forgtvenefs. Mr Locke 
looked at him for fome time very 
itedfattly, without fpeaking one word; 
at length, taking out a fifty-pound 
note, he prefented it to him with the 
following rematkable declaration : 

‘* Though Tfincerely forgive your 
behaviour tome, yet IT muft never put 
it in your power to injure me a &cond 
time.—T ake this trifle; which give, 
not as a mark ‘of former friénd- 
fhip, but as a félief to-your prefent

pow little you deférve it.No reply.

It is generally 
believed, that the Marthal will open 
the campaign with the fiege of Nei/s 
or of Glau, the former, the moftcon- 
fiderable fortrefs in Silefg, the latter 
of importance to cut off the King’s 
communication with the Marche of 
Brandenbourgh. 

Every thing indjcates a bloody cam- 
paign in Silefa. New fortifications are 
adding at Br » and redoubt upon 
redoubt is: building round the town. 
The Prince of Bevern is to command 
under the King; and Gen, Werner a 
feparate body to harrafs the enemy 
as occafion fhall require. ; 

On the fide of Wefphalig the cam- 
paign was, opened on the gth initant 
by the hereditary Prince of Brunfwick, 
who being determined to raife con. 
tributions on the Dutchy of Berg, 
marched with a body of 7000 troops, 
a hundred mies in two days, and 
appeared before Elberfeldt when he was 
leaft expeéted, The corps of Conflans 
and the other French troops that were 
there, retreated with precipitation, tho" 
not without lofs. From Elberfeldt his 
ferene Highnefs advanced to Sclinguen, 
and from thence, having fulfilled the 
objeét he had in view, by taking hof- 
tages for the payment 7 the contri- 
butions, he inftantly retired. Dyfel- 
dorp is the capital of thig Dutchy, by 
which the reader may judge of its 
fituation. . 

On this movement the Prince of 
Conde affembled fuch troops as were 
neareft at hand, and marched to Med- 
man; but on advice of the hereditary 
Prince's retreat, he fent back . the 
troops to their refpedtive garrifons, 
Since this exploit, orders have been 
fent to the French Generals to begin 
their operations with the utmott vi- 
gour. The army in Hef? is to endea- 
vour to get pao of the Dutchies 
of Brunfevic and Wolfenbuttel, whilf 
the army on the lower Rhine makes 
the utmoft efforts to difladge the allies 
from Wefiphale. On she other hand, 
as the troops of the allies are every 
where im motion a blondy engage- 
ment js expetted, that in all proba- 
bility 
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bility will determine the fate of the cam- 
paign, The Marfhals.d’Firees aud Soubize, 
command in Hefz, andthe Prince of Conde on 
the Lower Rhine. The Count d' Affrey, late 
ambaffader at the Hague, who is t© command 
under the latter, is already fet out for that 
Princeé’s army, 

War between Spainand Portugahis.no longer 
doubted, after the declarations of their Catho- 
lic and. moft Chriftian majefties, that they will 
attempt the eritty of Spanifh troops into Por- 
tugal, with as mach inflexibility as his mot 
Faithfal eg difeovered, when he beroical- 
ly declares,that rather than abandon his domi- 
nions tothe metty of his enemies, he will fee 
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the laft tile fall from: his palace, and -fpill the 
laft drop of his fubjeéts blood in its defence. 
After this declaration, fo refolute om both 
fides, the minifters of France and Spain at the 
court of Li/bon; demanded the neceffary pafs- 
ts for quitting the {kingdom, and retiring 
me, which were immediately granted. No 
hoftilities, however, have as yet been com- 
mitted, but the Yinglif> troops: are alréady‘em~ 
barked from Belleific, for the ptore€tion of jthe 
Portugusfe, whole army is confefledly in a very 
feeble condition. It confifts of about 45,000 
mtn, who, when joined by the Engiif, will 
be more thana aiatch for the troops of 
Spain.

ftruck down a woman, who remained infenfi- 
ble till four in the afternoon, when there 
were fome hopes of her recovery. 

At Richmond, the loudeft clap'of thunder 
was heard, that the oldef inhabitant there e- 
ver remembered, which threw all the town in 
the greateft confternation.—At a houfe be- 
hind the Red Lion inn, the lightning {plit the 
chimney from top to bottom ; pafled thro’ a 
row of pewter plates which food on a fhelf, 
and nade a hole the bignefs of a crown piece 
in each ; from thence it darted thro’ 2 win- 
dow and fhutter into the church-yard, divided 
a grave, and then difperfed.
